Replying to your inquiry concerning Price’s Early Yellow Field Corn, will say that the corn was 
planted on May 15th. It was ready to harvest on August 25th. 

I used four hundred pounds of 4-10 Fertilizer per acre and no manure. 

I husked about eighty baskets of ears, or about two thousand four hundred pounds, shelled corn per 
acre. The corn is now cribbed. 

This corn is a result of crossing 80 per cent. Canadian with 20 per cent. Davis Flint on a ten-acre 
piece in 1913. 

Its virtue, aside from its earliness, lies in the fact that it isasurecropper. It will develop into a pretty 
fair crop under conditions which would cause a less rugged variety to fail. It is a dead sure true one 
hundred day corn. 

The fodder averages a trifle over six feet and is very leafy. My theory is that its ruggedness is largely 
due to the fact that I have developed this corn without the stimulant of large amounts of artificial plant 
food in the form of fertilizer or manure, the crop being dependent upon the cover crop turned under and 
the small amount of fertilizer to start it. 

I am gratified to know that you are going to sell the corn under my name and certainly hope an in- 
crease in business will result from the advertising — L. W. PRICE.

CULTURE.— Sow the seed in the seed-bed late in the fall or in the early spring 
as soon as the ground can be worked, in drills 1 foot apart, covering the seed about 
l inch deep. Thin the plants to 3 inches in the row. The roots may be removed 
to the permanent bed when one or two years old. In preparing the ground no 
pains should be spared, as a well-established and carefully cultivated Asparagus 
bed will continue in good condition for twenty-five years or more. Select deep, 
rich, mellow soil, using a liberal quantity of well-decomposed stable manure. t 
the roots so that the crowns will be 4 inches below the surface of the ground, in 
rows 4 feet apart, and 1 foot apart in the row. Apply a dressing of manure in 
autumn, working the same into the ground in the spring, taking care not to injure 
the root crowns. The bed will produce shoots fit for cutting the second or third 
year after transplanting. For rust spray with powdered sulphur. Stop cutting 
when Peas come to market. One ounce to sixty feet of drill. One package plants 
15 feet of row. Two pounds of seed will produce plants enough for an acre.

ASPARAGUS ROOTS 


CULTURE — The months of April and May are the best months 
to undertake new plantings of Asparagus. Success depends more on 
location, condition and preparation cf the land than it does on the 
variety. Select land that lies somewhat low, but is well drained and 
not subject to overflow after heavy rains or spring thaws. Land nat- 
urally sandy is preferred to soggy and heavy clay. Ten cords of stable 
manure well ploughed under and thoroughly mixed with the soil is 
ample per acre. Land should be pleughed deep and thoroughly pul- 
verized. Make the furrows 4 feet apart and set the roots 1 foot apart 


in the row. The crowns of the plants should be set so that they will 
be at least 4 inches under the surface of the land when level. The 
top of the plant should rest on a little cone of soil. 

Experienced asparagus growers tell us that one year roots 
five the best results; where one expects a bed to last many 
years it is essential that they start right. Our one year roots 
are nearly the size of those we formerly sold for two years, and 
are grown in a locality where the ground is free from disease.
